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Matras dominate the British Airways 1000kms 
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Disaster 


Those who were at Brands Hatch over the weekend will no 
doubt be well aware that the British Airways 1000 kilometre 
sports car race was not an economic success. That is exactly 
the same reason why the race was dropped by Motor 
Circuit Developments last year and from the point of view 
that it doesn't pay to back losers, one can sympathise 
with MCD if they aren't prepared to run a similar type of 
race again. 


The return to Britain of a round of the World Champion- 
ship for Makes was basically a calculated gamble. The date 
had been changed from April (when it opened the European 
side of the series) to September (when it had all been 
settled). Consequently the race bore no intere: 
spectators who weren't prepared, it seemed, to come and 
stare at French Matra-Simcas rushing around making every- 
one else look like amateurs which, let's face it, the buik 
of them were. 


Sports car fanatics are few and far between and they 
will argue that this particular type of racing is down to 
nisation, the car and then the driver. The reason 
1 is so popular is because of the drivers. 


One thousand kilometre sports car races are supposed to 
be sprints—nearly six hours in length. Difficult though it 
was, the circuit commentators did a remarkable job of 
keeping a mere 7000 paying spectators informed of what 
was happening. And yet with the race less than half an 
hour old, the two blue Matras had lapped both the Gulf 
who, let's face it, are supposed to be their closest rit 
It was a very bad show by them on home ground. Onward 
went the Frenchmen in remorseless and unrelenting style 
and if it wasn't for the sportsmanship of Jean-Pierre Jarier, 
the race would have run out as a total non-event. 


As he admitted afterwards, Jarier and his team-mate 
Jean-Pierre Beltoise had decided before the race that along 
with Henri Pescarolo and Gerard Larrousse, they would race 
among themselves to create some form of interest. It took 
about five hours before the franc dropped and both Jarier 
and Pescarolo proceeded to put on a display which suddenly 
brought the race to life with a truly genuine dice for the 
lead. This was underlined by a disgruntled Pescarolo 
afterwards who complained that Jarier had disobeyed a 
so-called team order to remain as they were. Jarier, backed 
up by Beltoise, thought otherwise. “Even if it meant losing 
my Matra drive, 1 was going to make a race of it, 
emphatically stated Jarier. 


Of those spectators who attended, several we have 
spoken to expressed delight in the Frenchman's showman- 
ship. To all of them, we thank you for putting long- 
distance ‘sports car racing into perspective. To MCD our 
commiserations and thanks for giving it a final chance.

in "Fi, Pace’s departure was 
among’ those most disheartening 
to Ferrari, What's more, the pre: 
sence of a Brazilian at Maranello 
would mean exceptional publicity 
for Ferrari in Brazil, which 1s one 
of the few markets left where 
large sports models can be sold 
without difficulty. The fact that 
BMW. have decided to. entrust 
thelr representation in Brazil to 
Emerson Fittipaldi seems to have 
further tipped the scales in favour 
of the compatriot and rival of 
the Marlboro-Texaco champion. 
However, officially no one has 
spilled the beans as yet; but all 
these rumours gain support from 
the fact that Regazzoni used 
every sort of excuse in order not 
to renew his contract with the 
Italian team which, we now hear 
he did at the Ferrari press con.

ENTRY and PRACTICE 


For the third time this year the F2 circus 
found themselves at the Hockenheim moto- 
drome and, as ever, @ very full field curned 
up, 32 cars appearing to vie for 24 places for 
the first 20-lap heat. Three drivers, Laffite, 
Stuck and Depailler had to be up front to 
keep their championship hopes alive, no one 
else was in the running as far as this went 
but, just as last time, the Schnitzer-powered 
Elfs set the pace. Jean-Pierre Jabouille, who 
hhad an outside chance for the series if he won 
the remaining races, was sitting on pole again, 
having dominated both the hour-long practice 
sessions. The organising club bungles started 
here, though, when, without announcing to the 
teams, they started 15m early, so a0 one got 
thelr full whack. The professional attitude of 
F2 now means that ridiculous short sessions 
like this are just not enough to sort out ratios 
‘and settings, let alone go for a time! 

‘Jabouille's car, which has modified pick-up 
points and suspension units specially made by 
the team, was rebuilt after Karlskoga, but 
he could not quite get below the 2m mark, 
putting In his fastest time in the morning at 
2m 00,75. By the afternoon practice, the 
track was getting an oil film and if you did 
not get in a fast time early, tough luck. The 
front runners, though, were all on the ball, and 
Tambay made team manager” Santoni ‘very 
happy, by lapping in 2m O18, to join his 
team-mate, Both cars were on Firestone, all 
these runners going for the soft B47 com 
pound which worked well in the cool condit- 
fions.

‘The BOAC 1000 kilometre race was mourned 
by so many people after it was dropped for 
1973 that the race reappeared again this year 
‘as what was to be the penultimate round of 
the World Sports car championship. although, 
due to the cancellation of the Buenos Aires 
1000 kilometre event, it turned out to be the 
final round until the Kyalami 6 hours became 
‘a championship round. Retitled, as befits our 
national airline's company name, the British

A dash of cream

To use a trendy American slang expression, It was “ real laid back.” They couldn't live with him 
and from the moment the cloth fluttered, he was long gone and completely out of sight. That 
Sums up Tony Brise’s dominance of the penultimate round of the John Player Formula Atlantic 
championship which supposedly added to the entertainment on the Saturday preceeding the 
‘sports ear race. Drivi -old local lad didn't disappoint when he 

Id on his annual demons: inihitation in a similar way to which he 
¢linched the John Player Formula 3 series at virtually the same time last year. 

However today the overall honours would not take him within reach of the championship 
title, much though a driver of his obvious ability would deserve it, for this honour rests 
between Grand Prix engine builder-cum-racer Joha Nicholson and the much over publicised 
British white hope Jim Crawford. The final result between these (wo left a similar position in 
the points standings to that of the Formula 1 World Championship—both men on evens—but 
that’s where the similarity ended. 

In fact this was a pretty dismal show from the so-called fast growing Formula A\ 
category. Other than Brise making everyone else look what they are—and who" 
Interested in their excuses, because that’s reserved for Fl only—we had fifteen starters after 
the rigours of practice, Fortunately of those who didn't make It to the ball game, a healthy 
margin were mobile chicanes. The weather had created track conditions that had helped 
‘weed them out, Our thanks to whoever was responsible. 

In some ways this Atlantic grid was reminiscent of a CanAm qualifier across those blue 
waters—a lot of coffee with a dash of cream and not even stirred. 


A day of trouble befell series leader Jim Crawford in one of the SDC Racing Marches 


ENTRY and PRACTICE 


was the usual collection of Atlantic 
regulars that littered the Brands asphalt 
hillside for yet another round of the British- 
based, and therefore insular, Formula Atlantic 
championship. However, we did have plenty 
to talk about when it came to politics and 
tyres seemed to be the open secret.

Goodyear or Dunlop to exclusively supply 
their tyres to Atlantic runners next season. 
‘Therefore everybody would be in the same 
boat. “Good idea” some said. Now further 
investigation into the move behind this, we 
find that Peter Wardie, an Atlantic driver 
who's taken it upon himself ro act on behalf 
Of the competitors, with, we are cold, John 
Webb, MCD's instigator of Atlantic to Britain, 
have tried to find a tyre company who would 
agree (0 this arrangement. The end result is 
that Durlop have apparently given the 
okay but’ Goodyear were naturally 
upset. Wardle and Co have claimed 
that Goodyear gave a negative answer 
but the American firm's Atlantic rep- 


resentative, albeit number three in line 
behind Bert Baldwin and Ed.

‘Jones and David Morgan in’ their dominant 
walk over for Harry Stiller's team back at the 
British Grand Prix 

icholson found himself eventually on the 
front row, although by rights he should 
have been there. It belonged to Jim Crawford 
who, despite crashing and badly wrecking. 
his regular car during the final session, was 
given a fun. in the team-patron Stephen 
Choularton’s identical car, Apparently 
Crawford explained that as he left Stirling's, 
the last left. hander before coming into 
Clearways, he was confronted with a slower 
car that moved aver an him, “L got a bit 
agitated” and in the ensuing indiscretion, the 
March was severely reduced to become a 
three-line classified advertisement in. this 
week's issue. Eyeing the wrecked car. 
Crawford was painfully aware of the cost 
which “with one race left means that it isn't 
worth repairing.” As the team are finding, 
the Snancial burden rather more pressing than 
the forthcoming election, It set the Lotus 
protege inta a very deflated mood about 
Whether he really wants 10 be a racing driver 
at all. This was echoed by his lack of deter- 
mination to fight for his rightful grid placing. 
It's all been ‘said before but this year, the 
FIA rulings say that a driver can start any 
car of the same make from his original grid 
position. So even thoush Crawford had 
Crashed his usual March 73B, he was perfectly 
entitied to retain that spot in Choularton’s 
car. Johnny Nicholson raised an objection and 
immediately Crawford relented and agreed to 
start from the fourth row, having set that 
time in the couple of laps he managed in 
Choularton’s car at the end of the session 
Maybe Nicholson was psyching Jim. Who 
knows, but if he was by saying he would 
protest the matter if it occurred, then Jim 
took it hook, line and sinker. It may well have 
cost him the championship as it turned out. 

‘Supporting the Lyncar on the front row 
were Dave Morgan in his Southern Organs- 
backed Chevron B25 while on pole, and 
comfortably we might add, was Brise in the 
Holbay-tuned Modus Mi. When things are 
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going right for Brise, he's super confident and 
he drives like it. Wren things aren't, then he 
becomes just another coffee bean. 

The car's designer, ex-McLaren draughts- 
‘man Jo Marquart, enthusiastically explained 
that the car has become really competitive of 
late, He added that with this young com- 
Pany's year-old participation in motor racing, 
their attempt at building nearly every type 
‘of car had left them behind somewhat when 
it ‘came to a concentrated development 
Programme on their Atlantic car for instance 
‘And so, just when it looked as if Brise and 
Mcdus ‘were to become no longer a united 
front, life began to come good. Brise was 
easily the quickest in the wet and repeated 
the treatment in the much dryer final 

‘A driver of fluctuating performances, Alan 
Jones had to make do with a second row spot 
inthe Harry Stiller/Custom Made March 
73/4B, the team having their one time driver, 
Bev Bond, now as mechanic following the 
Joss of the regular spanner-man in mid-week 
Jones had found it difficult to balance the 
car with the long nose and restricted rear 
Wing ruling and he wasn't anything like as 
competitive as he had been at the Grand 
Prix. The tweak that Jones had added to his 
car in the recent Irish races was also to 
be found on Crawford's and Choularton's cars 
but the mod was only to improve traction 
in the wet by bringing the. 

‘The rain on Friday and what it had weft 
over on Saturday morning accounted for Cyd 
Williams’ Graham  Fiden's Brabham | BT40, 
Matt Spitziey (March 72B) and. Wes Dawn's 
similar 73 specification car, all in various 
forms of damage. Also. missing from the 
eventual line up were Choularton naturally, 
‘and Peter Wardle who chose to run a set of 
Firestone intermediate tyres on Saturday and 
it looked to work. "1 was going to use them 
In the race because they heat up quicker and. 
if you can get in front quickly, there Atlant 
people hold each other up,” explained Wardle, 
Who speaks from experience at causing such 
queues. The terminology “was” referred to 
him having blown an engine and then finding 
the thread strip on the bottom of the oil tank. 
Being of Surtees design, one has to calculate 
how many months this would take to repair 
but such toil was spared when a number 
“racks were found in the rear frame, 
thereby rendering him a non-starter.

With fights breaking out on South Bank to 
See who could get the best view of the race. 
fifteen cars lined up on the grid to contest 
664 miles of the Brands Grand Prix circuit. 
Equipped with a set of Formula 2 Fireston: 
tyres In the super-soft cupple and sticky 
B47 compound, the rear wheels of the Brise 
Modus bit, twitched and launched him forward 
while Morgan, making do with a set of far 
harder B41 Firestones sat momentarily as the 
tyres scrabbled for grip. But Brise was long 
gone and at the end of the first lap, the 
Orange and white Modus hove into view with 
‘a ridiculous Yead of something approaching 
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2 5. His tyres were obviously assisting him 
greatly and the driver was certainly making 
the most of his unfair advantage. Unfair in 
the sense that Firestone aren't supposed to 
supply these tyres to anyone other than F2 
competitors. But inevitably a few sets get 
around and Modus, who were about to run 
an F2 car for Brise anyway, just happened 
to have a set. C'est la vie 

In the wake of Brise charged Morgan with 
Jones, Nicholson, Mallock plus the ex-Brett 
Lunger Chevron B25. of ex-Broadspeed 
employee Nick May who was going encourag. 
ingly well. Tucked in behind him were the 
Marches of Geof Friswell and Crawford. 

‘On his second lap, Brise had lengthened 
his lead to 6s, but now it was over Jones 
for Morgan had overcooked it at Paddock 
in an effort to stay on terms with the leader 
The Chevron slewed sideways dropping to 
seventh behind May who had himself been 
taken by a fast rising Crawford. Morgan 
explained that “these rear tyres I was run: 
ing just weren't warming up. At the end of 
the race, they only registered 75 degrees 
which is about 100 degrees off what they 
Should normally be. The fronts were fine. In 
fact, they were sticking so well that it made 
my ‘arms tired. As for the back end, it: 
II over the place and around the back 
Hawthorns, which I reckon 1 can almost take 
flat out, I was having to drop a gear to keep 
it on the road. 

Morgan's recovery was swift for he took 
Crawford at Druids on lap 5, followed swiftly 
by Nicholson and then Jones at Hawthorn's 
two laps later. He turned in a 27.4 5 and 
27.3 son Iap 6 and 7 but Brise was 10 s 
clear and still going away. These two just 
left the fest for the lions, although a good 
scrap had evolved around. Jones, Nicholson 
and Crawford. A little farther back, May 
stayed with Mallock until he was reported to 
have. pulled off around the back wi 
puncture of something. Anyway he w 
Quickly forgotten although his efforts didn't 
£0 unnoticed. 

Brise responded to Morgan’s lappery with 
4 27.0 s on lap 9 and drew clear to the tune 
of 12 s. Nicholson equalled that time a lap 
later as he closed cn Jones but Crawford 
responded and on lap 13, as Brise ticked off 
@ neat 265, just 0.1 s outside the record, 
Jim passed the Lyncar in a daring manoeuvre 
leaving Dingle Dell. The following lap, 


Crawford, driving as if he were under strain, 
tried to repeat the move cn Jones and failed 
badly, dropping quite a few yards back and 
allowing Nicholson by again. Back came the 
March, doing an Ickx to Johnny Nick at 
Paddock, only to cock it all up at Druids 
and let him by again. It all looked quite 
entertaining but Crawford's desperation left 
‘@ lot to be desired from a driver of whom 
the press has predicted so much. 

Brise equalled the record on lap 16 and 
knocked 0.3's off it on the next tour. His 
margin at the end was enough to boost 
company ego a mile high and a fine reward 
for team mechanics Nick Jordan and Wally 
Lovell. Morgan drove an equally impressive 
race when one takes into consideration the 
pros and cons, but one wouldn't expect any- 
thing else from a driver of his experi- 
ence. Nicholson eventually salvaged third, 
albeit rather fortuitously, A quick lap 18 
by both Nicholson and Crawford, a shade 
outside the pre-race lap record, had taken 
them right up to Jones. However, the March 
driver arrived at Westfield on lap 20 dvsper- 
ately fishing for gears leaving Nicholson to 
dive to the inside to avoid. collision and 
‘Crawford with no option but the outside and 
the grass, The March's nose was ripped clean 
away and Jim continued, although without 
any form of frontal downthrust and losing 
ground fast to his adversary. Jones, still with 
ear selection problems, was unable to redress 
the situation on Nichoison. As for Crawford, 
he paid a handsome price and dropped farther 
and farther back to eventually finish 7th. 

Both Crawford and Nicholson now go to 
‘Oulton Park this coming Saturday with equal 
points in the championship, but to us, this 
Year's series will have a morale victor by the 
time next Saturday's race Is finished:

Darlington is the NASCAR driver's Indiana- 
polis. It may not be your favourite circuit, 
but it’s the home of stock car racing. Built 
in 1950, it was the first of the modern 
NASCAR tracks. It is just a mile and three- 
eighths and it’s very narrow. Darlington’s 
other big race of the year, the Southern 500, 
Is the race to win. During the Rebel 400, the 
Petty Plymouth kissed the wall coming out 
of turn four. It then slammed across the road 
Into the steel-reinforced concrete barrier of 

flipping end over end down the road, 
up on its roof, completely destroyed 
The race continued while Richard was pulled 
Out of the car, put on a stretcher and rushed 
to the track hospital, The crowd watched in 
total silence, the race forgotten. But Richard, 
apart from @ brief loss of consciousness, had 
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suffered only a dislocated shoulder, and ws 
carried through the pits to the ambulance, 
sparing time to wave to the crowd as he 
went. Instantly the entire stand got to its 
feet and gave him a standing ovation. Now 
they could concentrate on the race again 
Statistically, Petty’s career is astonishing. 
He is on the verge of winning the Grand 
National Championship for the fifth time, he 
has won the Daytona $00 five times, he has 
scored 27 victories in a season (including 
ten on the trot!), and he is by far the biggest 
money-winner NASCAR has ever seen. As I 
id earlier, he has won 163 major NASCAR 
Victories in total. And there seems no end 
to it. At 37, he is still a young man by stock 
car racing standards. Rivals come and gi 
but his most consistent challenger has been 
David Pearson. Bobby Allison pushed him 
hard for a long while, but seems to have 
faded recently. Petty and Allison are very

Henton banks the Lombard 


With the Forward Trust Championship 
already sewn up, Brian Henton added the 
Lombard North Central title to his record at 
‘Oulton Park last Saturday in the same totally 
dominating style he was showing at the be- 
ginning of the season. Part of the secret lay 
Inside the latest Holbay/Pinto engine he was 
using but Superhen was certainly In fine form, 
driving without a rev counter from the start 
and yet still winning by nearly tmif a minute.

Ford 2000, or SuperFord as some would have 
it. On this demonstration the cars are no 
sort of substitute for F3 and make less noise 
than SuperVee, but the powers that be will 
no doubt ensure thar it is a success next 
year, The other main feature of the BRSCC- 
‘Organised meeting was another convincing win 
by Richard Morgan in the BOC Formula Ford 
final with an engine that mo one could 
possibly challenge. Added to his Silverstone 
Performance the previous week, this ought 
fo. silence the moaners and ‘sour grapes 
jerehants once and for all 

‘The first Slap FF heat began as a furious 
eight car contest for the lead, which Is the 
way it should be. Unfortunately half of them 
fell off at various places on the third lap. 
With Kenny Gray's Van Diemen in the lead, 
fellow South African Robert Joubert (Shell 
Sport Lola) took Old Hall too fast and 
removed Chris Pryer’s MRE from third place 
while a closelydollowing Stuart Baird 
(Merlyn Mk 24) had to take to the barriers 
Joubert continued, only to spin again at Esso, 
but not before second man, and leader of the 
first lap, Alo Lawler had gone off at Cascades 
with his Hawke DLLI which has also become 
Schotar-powered at last. This left Joubert’s 
Belgian team-mate Patrick Neve and New 
Zealander Richard Hawkins, whose Dulon had 
‘Obviously benefited from some serious sorting 
by Jan Taylor, pressing Gray for first place 
‘and on the last lap Neve went by at Knicker 
brook and Hawkins at Lodge to relegate the 
Van Diemen to third by mere inches. Best 
British driver was John Crowe, who also set 
fastest lap on his way to fourth in his 
Servis Merlyn Mk 25, 0.4 s behind Gray. 
Jouberr recovered from his errors to take 
‘Aft, 

‘The second heat was altogether a more 
orderly affair, although Tim Brise’s sideways 
Start from the outside of the front row was 
f@ little unnerving. Some rain just before the 
rt saw the farcical situation of much tre 
changing on the affluent first three rows of 
the grid which delayed the fall of the flag. 
Richard Morgan was slow away from pole 
position in the Southern Organs Crosslé which 
@nabled Bernard Vermilio’s Van Diemen, after 
fan excellent getaway, to lead lap one with 
Morgan only fourth behind Brise's Aircall 
Elden and Syd Fox's Hawke. By Lodge on 
the second lap Morgan was in front and there 


Conny Andersson was his usual spectacular 
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he stayed, dropping Vermilio by 32 3 while 
Fox failed to beat the Van Diemen by only 
02 5. Frank Hopper in the other works- 
Joaned Crossié had a good race to fourth, 
Passing Brise with wo laps to go while 
Stephen South had to press on very hard in 
the Ray to make up for what he felt was a 
timekeaper’s error in placing him on. the

As the track dried out the feaders all bunched 
up and Hollis made his big effort ay Knicker- 
brook on the ninth. He led for a few yards 
but was going £00 fast and by she time every. 
thing was pointing the right way he was 
third behind Freaman and Weir. As they came 
our of Lodge, Rigby missed a gear which 
dropped him behind Bruce and McGrath to 
sixth but bodily contact with the Thomas 
Motors car at Old Hall sent McGrath spinning. 
Rigby explaining afterwards that his steering 
rack was loose. In the confusion Bruce found 
a way past Hollis for third and then Weir 
made his bid for the lead at Kaickerbrook 
Like Hollis before him, he led for a few 
yards, but Freeman had the line and teld 
fn to win by 06s. Bruce, Hollis and Rigby 
were all within a fw seconds of the winner 
but a disappointed McGrath could only man- 
age sixth which lets Freeman into second 
place by wo points. 

‘A welcome arrival for the fast few British 
F3 races is Conny Andersson who has taken 
out a British licence and the Swede returned 
to the scene of one of his best victories on 
Spring Bank Holiday last year.

On lap 7, Chateaubriand ousted his 
fellow countryman Ribeiro from second and 
was then able to open out a slight cushion 
Without making any impression on his team:

Fletcher’s determined bid

record for the valuable bonus point but also 
win overall from John Pearson's famous 
XK120 Jaguar.

John 
‘Turner was able to show that his amazing 
Skoda is as effective in the wet as in the 
dry and there was nothing Gerry Marshall 
could do about it. 

"Although Tim Gath has already clinched 
the Super Visco Formula 1300 championship, 
hie ts still after a few more victories with his 
smart U2, and the disappearance after practice 
of John ‘Allan's rear-engined device with « 
blown engine made bis task look much easier 
But @ slow start from pole position allowed 
Paul Webb to go in front in his Delapena 
while Gath settled down ahead of Philip 
Lloyd's Nomad. By half distance Gath was 
going well, taking over the lead from Webb 
St Gerards, ony to miss a gear ac the hairpin 
@ lap later and fall back to third. It took him 
two more laps to pick off Webb and Lloyd 
again before going on to win by nearly 3s 
When Gath passed Webb for the second time, 
so did Lioyd and the former leader found 
himself third at the finish not far ahead of 
‘Tom Hudson who had driven a storming race 
from the 10 s mark in his Hudson Mk 1A, 
setting a new lap record jointly with Gath 
in the process. Richard Hurdwell, second in 
the championship and hoping to ‘make good 
fon his home circuit, had the radiator cap 
come off his Wells which dropped him from 
‘sixth to last. 

"After a lap of honour by Sid Offord's ice 
cream van (could they replace caravan races 
next year ?), the smaller saloons came out for 
Simoniz points, Jeff Ward was on hand for 
‘another Epic victory in his Imp, the race being 
something of a Leicester benefit for the only 
driver to come anywhere near the flying Imp 
was the Cooper S of Martin Sellicks who is 
now sponsored by Marque Cars, Ward's 
former ‘sponsors. Perhaps the quality of the 
other I-litres was demonstrated by the fact 
that third place was permanently occupied by 
Neil Dineen's 850 Mini which came under 
pressure from David Enderby’s pole position

Mini as the race progressed. These two shared 
fastest lap and are very close in the 850 
championship class but, on the last lap, they 
were split by Richard Long's Anglia’ BDA 
Which let Dincen steal the few vital yards 
he needed. Two fast Mini-Fords in trouble 
Were those of Peter Baldwin and David Edge. 
Baldwin's was never on more than three 
cylinders while struggling along in fourth 
place, then lapsed on to two and gave up 
altogether. Edge was going well from a 
delayed start until he rolled it at Gerard: 
emerging unburt from the wreck. 

"The admission of Formula Ford engines 
has certainly added new life to the slower 
class of the Clubmen’s Formula and there 
were enough to make up a very good grid 
for their own race. What's more, all but two 
of the runners spent most of the race in one 
great huddle, 11 cars disappearing up to the 
hairpin on every lap, shuffling themselves, and 
re-emerging in a different heap. As Arthur 
Mallock said afterwards: “I think Til take 
up Formula Ford for a rest!” By half 
distance, championship class leader Creighton 
Brown (U3) had recovered trom a moderate 
start to establish himself in front but he could 
not shake off the tenacious Nick Adams, 
driving only his fifth ever race in one of the 
ex-works demonstrator U2s. Alex Ferrada and 
Brian Mitcham (FF and I-litre U2s_ re 
pectively) were also in contention, the latter 
going particularly well until he clobbered the 
bank at the hairpin on the last lap while 
trying to retrieve third place, having earlier 
led. Ferrada ran into trouble at the Esses 
when the rear brakes locked and dropped back 
to sixth behind Peter Froude’s Gryphon, Chris 
Greville-Smith's Phantom and Bill Cowling's 
Gryphon. Arthur Mallock was seventh and 
Keith Stanbury eighth in the Haggispeed 
Mk 4, and they were all quite breathless. 
Brown's win clinches the Gregor Grant Trophy 
for the Llitre/FF cars 

Main drama of the Triplex production saloon 
race was played out in the scrutineering bay 
where exception was taken to the 3.7 diff 
fitted to Derrick Brunt's Vauxhall, 2 3.4 one 
being listed as standard. Apparently Brunt 
has been running with it all year and the 
advantage was clearly seen in the race when 
he was able to catch and pass the two 
Magnums of Rex Greenslade and Jock Robert 
son round Gerards and on to Stebbe Straight. 
Brunt won his class but the whole thing is now 
in the hands of the RAC. Overall, the race saw 
‘a good win for the Camaro of Brian Rice who 
put one over on the two club racing regulars 
Malcolm West and Brian Pepper, who finished 
only inches apart in second and third, with 
the fourth Camaro of John Brindley lagging 
Somewhat. Alan Minshaw won his class to 
stay level wah Brunt in che championship in 
the Demon Tweeks Avenger while Peter Jopp 


was best of the bargain offers after a great 
slow motion, cut and thrust struggle with 
Simon Watson's Imp and Alan Greenhalgh’ 
Honda. Jon Dooley’s lovely Alfetta was 
savaged by the Willment Cortina GT of Noel 
Edmonds at Gerards but pressed on for 10th 
place behind the more powerful Vauxhalls. 

With one round still to go, Nick Crossiey 
was able to clinch the Low Cost Racing Fa 
championship for the second time in his 
Ensign which is based on the ex-Stan 
Matthews Formula Atlantic, but totally rebuilt 
by Ensigns and P & M Racing.

The original 19 cars had been reduced 
to 14 but ali the fast ones were still there, 
with class leader Noel Stanbury on pole in 
his immaculate Gryphon. And it was Stanbury 
who led away, pursued very closey by Frank 
Sytner's U2, while Peter Cooke was going 
great guns from the fourth row to move into 
third with his Abbott-downdraughted U2, Two 
and half laps of pressure from Sytner was all 
Stanbury had to endure, for he then found 
the Esses puddle and spun sideways, falling 
co eighth before resuming.

Rain and races cause late, late show 


‘Once again the Peterborough MC tried to 
cram _a quart into a pint pot at Silverstone 
last Saturday, staging an over ambitious ten 
races, When the weather turned sour the 
meeting ran later and later, culminating in 
‘one race being run in very treacherous condi- 
tions with most participants on slicks, and 
the meeting ending over an hour late with the 
light fading fast. The race run in such awful 
conditions was (luckily for the organisers) 
the modmorts event and all the drivers 
showed their expected common sense by driv- 
Ing very gingerly and avoiding any accidents. 
Av splendid. win’ was taken In this race by 
John “Metal” Pearson in his  Spreckley 
‘Standard Jaguar XK120 after a drive which 
ean only be described as brilliant considering 
the car and conditions—even though John 
‘was on Intermediates, they weren't In thelr 
first flush of youth! John Jordan's mighty 
MeLaren MSE took his Hibre win 
‘and came second to David Orbell's Stallwood 
U2 In the GT race. Tony Whibley (Vauxhal! 
Firenza) took a very creditable saloon win 
driving very smoothly, with Bryan Small

Equally, although the car 
is imported without engine, naturally, the 
company had £0 consider the possibility of 
crash tests and for this reason, the chassis 
was nce only altered to allow the other engines, 
which now include the MGB and Ford V6 in 
this ‘country, but also increased chassis 
Figidity around the cockpit area with a 
strengthening bar running down the side of 
the car. These modifications also allow the 
car to be assembled easier for the builder. 
With che increased chassis rigidity comes 
beeter roadholding also, claim the company. 

While this redesign was taking place, other 
ideas came to light. The extension gearshift 
which was used on eartier models is now 
‘obviated, although customers using Ford gear- 
boxes must ensure that the box bas a standard 
Ford extension gearshift. I 4s also no longer 
necessary to use the Mark I Sprite master 
cylinder and pedals. Pedals are now included 
in the price of the kit, and adjustable master 
cylinders, brake and clutch, can be purchased 
from Dutbons, or standard Gieling 4 in cylin- 
ders may be used.

When driving such a small car, the feeling 
can be slightly claustrophobic as the skies 
darken, and more heavy vehicles trundle along 
‘our motorways, it can be rather frightening to 
be in the smailest car on the road during a 
thunderstorm or the like. Consequently ithe 
company have redesigned the windscreen to 
add greater height, although ithe actual design 
doesn't totally alleviate problems as 1 found. 
For equal interior comfort, ithe seats have 
been changed to be more like the Lotus 
which are simply upholstery on the bulkhead 
cf the seat moulding. 

Exteriorly, the car has been changed Little. 
However, there is now provision for a spare 
wheel right in che front of the car, it actually 
sticks out of the nose a couple of ‘inches, but 
Is very accessible, and could be useful in the 
case of a mild shunt, The head lights too 
have been modified and are still in the pods 
but are mounted at the side of the nose instead 
of on top of it. The indicators are now 
moulded into the nose instead of fixed into 
the side of the moulding, and the filler cap, 
eogether with provision for a larger tank, is 
now moulded into the side of the rear section 
instead of on top of the boot, Rear bumpers 
may also be supplied. 

Duttons lent me one of these revised models 
for what turned out to be two weeks last 
month, and two rather fraught weeks they 
turned out to be, although, I should add, 
mort of the trouble was caused by components 
from outside manufacturers, nck thelr own 
workmanship. As with the Lotus, 1 found ‘that 
the Dutton is quite a pleasant car when 
the weather is fine. This particular model 
was powered by a Ford 1600 GT engine and 
there was certainly nething lacking on the 

formance side. 1 was warned nat to take 
the side screens off the car as the wind 
would be uncomfortable, so it was with just

‘The interior fitments were sparse, although 
in every case, it is up to the builder to provide 
his own fittings and to make it as comfort- 
able as he or she wishes. The seats held one

as rigidly as one had to be for comering at 
the speeds a Dutton would corner, and this 
was fairly quick. I didn't find much’ difference 
in the handling between the previous Duston 
and this one, and once one has got used to 
the majority of the wheelbase being in front 
of the driver, it’s Just @ matter of practice as 
to how quick the car can be cornered. When 
entering a tightening corner at a fair speed, T 
found that K was most forgiving when I sud: 
denly asked it £0 go round a tittle further 


than 1 had originally intended, but with a 
slightly unnerving lurch, round the car went 

‘Although the 1600 engine isn’t one of Ford's 
most economical, I managed to obrain a 30 
mpg average on two runs, and the engine 
behaved admirably in traffic, unlike the big 
valve engine in the Lotus’ which tended, 
naturally, to oll up and produced considerably 
lower mpg figures. The actual weatherproofing 

the Dutton body left a little to be desired, 
although initially 1 thought that ct kept the 
rain out very well. There's quite a sizeable 
boot into Which one can fit a: least one sui- 
case and a holdall, although the fixings are 
by turning a coin or screwdriver which isn't 
the most convenient.

‘On the whole, the Dutton B plus has been 
tidied up somewhat but is still the car for a 
coniructor who knows that he isn't going to 
get a lot of comfort from his car, On the 
ther hand, for doing BTD to the local pub 
on sunny days, it's a winner above all others, 
and he'll probably terrify his girlfriend to two 
double whiskies in the greatest safety. How. 
ever, for doing any more chan going to the 
station on preferably dry mornings, then it is 
‘nce the most practical motor car to be used. 
Like s0 many small cars, it can be tring over 
@ long journey, although long journeys don't 
take as long as they might! For the future, 
Dutton will be reintroducing their 3-litre 
Malaga next year, and meanwhile, most of 
their business is flowing across the Atlantic in 
copious numbers.

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DIY wheel balancer 


Any advanced driver knows what it is like 
to run a car with unbalanced wheels, and 
the uncomfortable ride that It gives not only 
affects performance but the handling also. 
With race cars, the effect is just the same, 
but using many different wheels and taking 
them off and loading them in a transporter 
can often knock off balancing weights so the 
advent of a do-it-yourself wheel balancer may

Andy Barton won the Libre 
race at Croft on Sunday, at a meeting 
organised by the Nottingham Sports Car Club. 
John Absalom took the Modsports race and 
the Northern Sports Car Championship, while 
Mick Starkey won the BARC NSCC ‘Cham- 
pionship by coming second to John Simpson 
In the Formula Ford Race. 

‘The meeting opened with the first of two 
Formula Ford races, which saw John Simpson 
‘on pole in his Bacal Nike 10, with his mate, 
Mick Starkey next to him in his Merlyn 20A, 
and the Brauch Racing Lola T340 of Michaesi 
King making up the front row. As the flag 
fell, Simpson went straight into the lead, 
followed by Starkey and King, then the 
MacDonald Shand Properties Van Diemen of 
Gordon Dalzell, and George Franchitti in his 
Hawke DL 11 

The race soon settled down to a pattern, 
with Simpson, Starkey and King up each 
others exhaust pipes and not giving an inch, 
then a small gap to another battle between 
Dalzell, Franchittl and the works Elden of 
‘Andrew Jeffrey. Up at the front Starkey knew 
that he had only to finish in the first four, 
even if Simpson won, to take the Champion- 
ship, so by lap 7 he seemed content to main 
tain 'his second place. Then, on lap 10, Simp- 
son's motor went off song, and he slowed a

But at flag-fall it was Bowmaker who took the 
lead, followed by Gunn and Calvert, then the 
Imp of Peter Pitman. For two laps, Bowmaker 
clung to his slender lead, before being dis- 
placed by Gunn. Then Calvert started to make 
his challenge. In this he succeeded on lap 4, 
when he squeezed past Gunn going into Spa, 
and for another lap a pocket handkerchief 
covered the three flying Escorts. Then the 
clutch pipe broke again Just before Tower on 
lap 6, and Calvert pulled in to the side of 
the road, giving the lead to Gunn. Farther 
down, Pitman was in a lonely third place, 
with @ gap to the next man, lan Rogerson in 
his Cooper S, who was followed in turn by 
the Mini BDA of Geoff Byman, who was suf 
fering from a distinct lack of gears. 


‘The third race was for Formula Fords, and 
strangely, this had no connection with the 
first race. Fastest lap had been set by the 
MacDonald Shand Hawke of Stuart Lawson 
with his team car, the Van Dieman of Graham 
Hamilton next to him, and Peter Harrington 
in the Archer and Sharpe Crane Plant Hire 
Couger 75F making the front row. Stuart 
Lawson ‘led off the line, but it was Peter 
Harrington who came round first at the end 
of the first lap, with Lawson pitting minus bis 
nose-cone. Second was Hamilton, and third 
the Elden PHS of Allan Wilson.” Harrington 
soon showed that he has lost none of his old 
skill, as he steamed away from the field, with 
Hamilton in an equally lonely second’ spot 
The main interest’ now centred on an ex: 
citing dice for third place between Wilson 
and Irishman Eddie Jordon, who had come 
across from Dublin to compete in his first 
race at Croft, stopping off at Aintree on 
Saturday on the way, and winning there into 
the bargain ahead of Mick Starkey. 

‘On the last lap, Jordon waited until Wilson 
braked for Tower, then steamed past before 
stamping on his anchors, with the result chat 
he went straight on at the corner, and spun 
Luckily, the car was undamaged, and only 
Pete Heath in his Merlyn 20 went by before 


1 as he Uked after making a poor start 
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Jordon rejoined the race to finish Afth behind 
Harrington, Hamilton, Wilson and Heath. 

Race 4 was for Monoposto and Clubmen's 
Supersports. This saw Tim Wood in his 
Magnum C74A on pole with the Mallock U2 
of Ian James next to him, and the Brabham 
BT23C of Joe Applegarth making up the front 
row. As the flag fell there was sensation as 
Wood was left on the line, and James moved 
off into the lead followed by Applegarth and 
Alan Baillie in his Viking AM. Wood eventu- 
ally got away after a long push from the 
marshals and a 10 s penalty. For seven laps, 
the race settled into a procession, with Jame: 
in a comfortable lead from Applegarth and 
Baillie, the only bright bit being a superb 
drive through the field by Jim Yardley in his 
Beagle 3, from sixth on the first lap to 
fourth on lap 7. Then the rain. started! 
Everyone was. caught unawares, as a cloud 
was blown in by the very strong wind, which 
soon had the track awash, with most of the 
cars on slick tyres, Many cars started to 
twitch, and sensationally, Yardiey moved up 
to second place ahead of Joe Applegarth, 
but there was nothing he could do about 
James, who went on to win easily, 

‘The race for Modsports was another John 
Absalom benefit, The rain had stopped and 
most people were chancing slicks; when the 
flag fell, Absalom booted in the power, and 
the Ginetta just sat here on the line with its 
rear wheels spinning, while Richard Suther- 
land in his Sprite ied. off {rom the Gineeta of 
Jim Adamson. But this was only a temporary 
Situation, and by the end of the first lap, 
Absacom' was in his customary first place, 
ahead of Sutherland and Adamson. On lap 
3 Adamson moved up to second, and a 
terrific scrap developed between Sutherland, 
‘Adamson and the S 

‘Adi 
land and McCullough, while Absalom won as 
he pleased, this being his 21st win this sea 
son out of 31 starts. He clinched the Northern 
Sports Car Championship, and the Protheroe 
Trophy, as well as becoming the driver to 
notch up the greatest number ever of wins 
at Croft. A rather remarkable performance, 

The last race on the programme proved to 
be one of the most exciting ever seen at 
Croft, despite a small grid, even by Libre 
standards. On pole sat the big F5000 Lola T330 
of Nick Wattiez, with Andy Barton's Lotus 
69F and Iain McLaren's Rondel Motul MI 
beside him. Behind sat the Brabham BT36 of 
Chris Choat, and the Mallock U2 of Jan 
James, which had earlier won the Clubmen's 

‘AS the flag fell, the Lola shot forward like 
‘a bullet, leading McLaren into Tower, with 
Barton third. As they came round to com- 
plete the lap, the order remained the same, 
But all three drivers were on the absolut 
limit and disputing every inch of road, For 
four laps this went on, until Andy decided that 
this was stupid, and’ eased very slightly to 
See what would’ happen to the pair in front 
All of the way round the circuit, Wattiez and 
McLaren disputed the lead, with the big 5000 
using all of its width to keep the Rondel out 
On the back straight, and round to ‘the 
chicane, the Lola had’ the edge, but from 
Tower to Sunny, the Rondel car was visually 
far quicker. 

By lap 11, McLaren was getting desperat 
and going into Sunny, he tried to squeeze by 
on the inside; but Wattiex saw him coming 
and closed the door, having to brake in the 
Process, This was what Andy Barton was 
waiting for, and he took both cars round the 
outside to seize the lead. Having exited out of 
‘Sunny quicker, he was able to keep the Lotus 
in front of the Lola down railway straight, 
and by the end of that penultimate lap, he 
was pulling away, Andy's blood was now up, 
and he hurled that Lotus round the last lap, 
smashing the lap record for up to 1600 cars 
in the process, with a sizzling lap of 1m 
04.8 5, a speed of 97.22 mph, a record that 
had stood ‘so long to Johnnie Blades, the 
last_man to win in that car. So Andy had 
his first win in a single seater, while behind 
him. Iain McLaren crossed the line almost 
under the wing of the Wattiez Lola. A superb 
end to a very good meeting.

Ed Shaver ran an easy 9 8 with the 
Castrol funny and Roland Pratt clocked a 
9.5 8 with the new Revell Scimitar 

‘With the big twosome pulling out for their 
own private duel, Dave Stone became 
favourite for the win, and his chances were 
improved with a bye fun to the final. Roland 
Pratt and Ed Shaver faced off in their funnies 
to give another showing of what has become 
the number one class with the crowds. The 
new Scimitar looked particularly impressive 
and sounded very crisp.
